Well to the Fore With 


Exhibits—A Surprise to Old­ 


est Inhabitants- 


Yesterday morning at 10 o'clock the 
fire bell on the City Hall in Oakland 
commenced to ring, and in a few sec­ 
onds every fire bell, church bell and 
school bell in town was ringing, while 
every whistle in town was screeching 
out that the first Industrial 
Exposition 
ever held in Alameda county, was 
open for inspection by the people of 
this great county. 


Hundreds of people were on hand 
to gain admittance and soon several 
hundred people were inside the build 


ing gazing with wonder upon the hun­ 
dreds of exhibits, and they kept going 
and coming during the whole afternoon. 
In the evening, however, the crowds 
began to pour in and by 8 o'clock the 
Tabernacle and the large annex were 
crowded with sightseers, a large num­ 
ber of whom were from Berkeley. T h e 
galleries were packed with people who 
desired to hear the opening add 1 ess of 
President Nelson, and the music of the 
orchestra, 
while thousands of others 
engaged their time in looking at the 
different exhibits, not knowing that 
speeches were being made, and caring 
less, for there was much to interest 
(hem in the various exhibits and in the 
art gallery. 
We have neither time nor 
space to mention all of the exhibitors 
in this article so we shall confine our­ 
selves almost exclusively to the Berke 


)y exhibits Which are scattered 
about 
the Exposition building. 


T h e first; exhibit that meets the eye 
as one gntdrs the building is one that 
is a surpris: to a great many people of 
Berkeley and to almost every person 
in Oakland, for in front of them they 
see in operation a sifk loom 
making 
silk cloth 4f all kinds and colors. 
It 
is the exhibit ot the California Silk 
Mills, located at 2523 Hilgard avenue, 
North 
Berkeley, owned by William 
Hilton. 
This exhibit attracts a great 
deal of attention, and a large crowd 
stand about it constantly watching how 
silk goolli are made. 


We next came upon the exhibit of 
the boot &nd shoe manufactory of D. 
R. Wenjtworth of West Berkeley where 
he has On exhibition shoes of all kinds 
for heavy wear. 
His factory is located 
at 807 Delaware street. 
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hibits we run up against an exhibit of 
beer, ale and porter from the HofThurg 
brewery located near the corner of San 
Pablo and University avenues, 
West 
Berkeley. 


A little farther along we come to a 
handsome 
exhibit of matches, the 
only one of its kind, from the Parker 
Match Factory, located on the corner 
of Fourth street and University avenue 
West Berkeley. 


A walk through the annex brings us 
to the gas machines of Jacob 
Screiber 
of Addison street, near Shattuck ave­ 
nue, 
Berkeley. 
He has samples of 
gas stoves, gas heaters, etc., lighted by 
his machines, which are greatly ad­ 
mired by the throngs that pass by it. 


There may be other exhibits 
from 
Berkeley but in the hurry ol the first 
night the reporter 
overlooked 
them, 
but they will be noticed at subsequent 
visits. 


There are so many beautiful exhibits 
in the Exposition that we do not know 
which to describe first, but we would 
advise our readers not to overlook the 
Borax palace, which is indeed 
beauti­ 
ful being formed entirely of borax. 


The shirt making of M. J. Keller 
Company is well worth looking at for 
there you can see the whole process of 
manufacture. 
The cutter is there at 
tending to his part after which he turns 
the cloth over to a bevy ol pretty girls, 
who soon have it made up into shirts. 
They are then turned over to some 
other girls who soon have them 
laun 
dried and ready to wear, so don't over­ 
look this part of the Exposition. 


Going down the line you come to 
the exhibit of the Judson Company ol 
Emeryville. 
Here you can see the 
employees malting tacks and a small 
package is given to each visitor. 


One of the prettiest 
sights in the 
building is the wine display of Theo. 
Gier, and his pyramid of bottles mixed 
up with different colored electric lights 
draws exclamations of delight Ironi all 
who gaze upon it. T h e exhibit of the 
Oakland Gas Light Company is very 
fine and if greatly admired. 
There 
are numerous other handsome exhibits 
but we cannot 
refer to them 
to-day, 
but must ask the people of Berkeley to 
go and see them for themselves, this 
evening, or any day or evening during 
this week.

A Picture In Oil. 


Next.to Mr. Wentworth one observes 
large sides of leather of all kinds that 
are from the tannery of McDonald & 
Redmohd on the corner of Rose and 
Third streets, West Berkeley. 


Her( we also find a fine exhibit of 
leather from the tannery of R. Stewart 
on the corner of Third and Rose 
streets, West Berkeley. 


The next exhibit that falls under our 
eye is that of the Standard Soap Com­ 
pany situated on Third street between 
Addison street and Allston way, West 
Berkeley. 
They have a handsome 
exhibit of laundry and toilet soaps, 
candles, glycerine etc. 
This is the lar­ 
gest Soap Factory 
west of Chicago 
and it gives employment to about 50 
hands. 
The pay roll is $ 2 4 0 0 per 
month. 


We next come across a fine exhibit 
of starch from the factory of J. Evcr- 
ding & Co., whose factory is located 
on Second 
street, near 
University 
avenue, West Berkeley. 


A few steps further on and one 
comes to a tine exhibit of California 
wines exhibited by E. Guittiere, corner 
of 
Jones and Third 
street 
West 
Berkeley. 


Another short stroll and one comes 
upon the exhibit of the El Dorado 
Cocoanut Oil Works, located at the 
corner of Second street and University 
avenue, West Berkeley. 
This is the 
only factory on the Coast that manu­ 
factures cocoanut oil. 
It employs 30 
hands, and turns out about $500,000 
worth of oil annually. 


Close by is the exhibit of the Eureka 
Linseed Oil Works of West Berkeley, 
owned by D. E. Cotton & Co. This 
factory turns out about 500 gallons of 
oil daily. 


Strolling down another aisle we come 
upon a handsome exhibit of brooms 
and bru.hes from the Van Laak Man­ 
ufacturing 
Company of University 
avenue, near San Pablo avenue, West 
Berkeley. 


But-a few steps further on in another 
aisle we come upon an exhibit of lager 
and steam beer from the American 
/Brewery-6n San Pablo avenue and 
Bay streets, West Berkeley. 


After examining several Oakland ex- 


Well knowing that a paying develope 
ment of oil in our Berkeley hills would

In 
August last we gave a very full 
report of the oil discovery on Miner's 
ranch, about four miles distant. At 
that time a company had been formed 


for the purpose of developing the prop­ 
erty upon which good oii indications 
had been found. 


Machinery was purchased by this 
new company and the work of sinking 
a well was commenced. 
A depth of 
about two-hundred and fifty feet was 
accomplished 
when as our reporter 
learned the work was abandoned on 
account of financial reasons. 


This is greatly to be regretted as not 
only the surface indications are good 
but the core brought up from the well 
shows a soft sand stone rock which is 
almost identical with that found at the 
Los Angeles mills. 


In company with experts and pro­ 
spective 
investors • our reporter has 
visited a number of oil prospects and 
found them very encouraging. 
So far, 
however, no woik has been done upon 
them. 


The GAZETTE takes a great deal of 
interest in this matter, as well as in 
everything else thai pertains to the 
benefit of Berkeley. 


A deposit, a very few miles from the 
north end of town, was recently visited 
as it was thought there was bitumen 
rock located there suitable for street 
work but the expert, who was in com­ 
pany, said it would not answer for that 
purpose but it was a first class oil pro 
spect 


If there should ever turn up a good 
find, where manufacturers 
could be 
gnaranteed a cheap fuel, it could be 
easily piped to our beautifnl 
water 
front and then that" would present a 
busy scene of life and activity.

He has no wish to im 
pose a hardship npon any citizen, ln> 
so long as the statute declares, as 1 
does, that no one may be rcgisteicd 
a voter who cannot read the Constitu 
(ion in the English language and write 
his otw^namc, he will follow the same 
course. ^ T t t e amendment to the Con 
stitulion was passed 
upon at the last 
State election, and was carried by 
very large majority. 
It became a part 


of the State Constitution on March 
[6th 
hist. 
The provision known as 
the educational qualification reads as 
follows: 


"Provided, no native of China, no 
idiot, insane person, no person con 
victed of any infamous 
crime, and no 
person hereafter convicted of the em 
bezzlement or misappropriation of pub. 


lie money, and no person who sha 
not he able to read the Constitution in 
the English language and write his or 
her name, shall ever exercise the privi­ 
lege of an elector in this Slate. 


"Provided, that the provisions of this 
amendment relative to an educational 
qualification shall not apply to any per. 
son prevented by a physical disability 
from compl)ing with its requisition?, 
nor to any person who now has the 
right to vote, nor to any person who 
shall be 60 years of age and upward at 
the time this amendment 
shall 
take 
effect." 


"Coming as this does on the eve of 
a'general registration, this 
will be an 
especially difficult task," said County 
Clerk Jordan yesterday, "to carry out 
the provisions of the law. It shall be 
adhered to, however, no matter 
what 
may be the consequences. 
I shall not 
impose upon anyone but the law must 
stand as my guide so long as it is a 
part of the Constitution. 
District At­ 
torney Snook and I have discussed the 
matter in anticipation of trouble and 
he has decided to uphold me in the 
view I^iave taken.

"Almost a Declaration of War, 
Washington, Dec. 17.—The PresU 
dent's message tr<msmittin<» the Vene­ 
zuelan correspondence 
to Congress 
created a tremendous sensation in both 
the Senate and House. 


The applause with which its open, 
frank and strong support to the Moi*- 
roe doctrine was received in both 
branches was unusual- almost unpre­ 
cedented. 


Both Republicans and Democrats 
heartily applauded the firm position 
taken 
by Mr. Cleveland, and this 
clearly indicates the attitude Congress 
may assnme in the difficulty which now 
confronts the country.

Great Strike has Begun. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 17.—The great 
strike of the motormen and conductors 
of the Union Traction Company began 
early this morning. 


The sentiment of the public is clearly 
with the strikers. 


The company employs about 
6000 
men, and two-thirds ot them are 
members of the Employes' Association.

13 she fell in with the Atlas Line 
steamer Clairibel, the latter being dis-' 
abled. 
The Newport passed a line to 
her, but later she cast it off and sig­ 
naled to the Newport to proceed and 
report to the owners of the Atlas Line 
on her arrival in New York. 


The Clairibel, when sighted, was in 
latitude 28.5 north, longitude 7 4 . 1 5 
west, which is off the Carolina coast 
A strong gale was blowing and a high 
sea prevailed at the time.

The Newport comes from Colon. 
Her commander, Captain Conner, re­ 
ports that when the Clairibel was 
sighted she was burning distress sig­ 
nals, which 
demanded 
immediate 
assistance. 
The Newport stood by 
until daylight, when the Clairibel sig­ 
naled "Disabled; will you take us in 
tow?" 


On answering "Yes" the people on 
the Newport saw a small boat lowered, 
which brought a line to which the 
Newport was attached. 


The officer on the boat said that 
during a heavy gale a tremendous sea 
boarded the Clairibel and washed some 
lines from her deck, which were swept 
aft, fouling the propeller.

The engines were stopped and pumps 
were found to be choked and refused . 
to work. 
The steamer lay thus at the ' 
mercy of the waves until the Newport 
took her in tow.' It was -noticed that 
the fore topmast was broken and after 
the boat returned on board, the main 
rail amidships was smashed and car* :

Fairs, or as the modernized term in 
America calls them, Industrial Exhibi­ 
tions are of very ancient origin. 
They 
were in vogue for many years as a col 
lectire market for the disposition of 
goods. 
It was many years after 
their 
establishment 
before the church en­ 
tered upon their conduction for money 
making purposes. 


The first intent evidently was for the 
purpose of disposing of goods 
upon 
which labor had been performed in or­ 
der to get back the value of that work 
done so that it could be used again for 
more labor. 


It cannot be said that the 
principle 
has been changed to the present day 
although subjected to many modifica­ 
tions since its first introduction. 


In the early days it served 
another 
purpose and that was the education of 
the masses. 
This was accomplished 
by bringing people together from long 
distances. 
Thus they were enabled by 
.^injugling together to learn from one 
"jjl&hCT what was new to each one 


! scparatelj. 


In Europe they were governed by 
the laws of the country made by the 
-governing power for its own benefit, 
generally of a selfish nature. 
It was 
always of the barter and sale design. 


It is the old maxim of strength be­ 
ing concentrated in union. 
In Amer- 
.ica many details have been changed to 
suit the circumstances 
surrounding. 
Here they act as a stimulant 
and en- j 
courage labor to produce 
something 
(or which it knows it will reap a re­ 
ward. 
They obtain a solidity on new 
and sparsely, 
comparatively, 
settled 
countries. 
By them articles are con­ 
centrated and so are the people for the 
time being. 
New ideas become ex­ 
panded and upon the branches 
of 
these others multiply and grow. 


Our first great exhibition of indus­ 
trial labor in 1853 following that of 
London in 1851 has extended far and 
wide until now we find them in almost 
every hamlet of the country. 


T h e Industrial 
Exhibitions first de­ 
signed for one country 
have been so 
enlarged upon that now they concen­ 
trate articles from all know parts of the 
world. 
Like the mountain that could 
riot go to Mahomet, he goes to the 
mountain. 


By them one is enabled, near his 


own home, to personally examine the 
products of other countries that other 
wise would never have come to his j 
gaze. 
j 


Many things in these exhibitions are 
suggestive and the looker-on 
ponders 
over what he has seen until an applica­ 
tion is made to an entirely 
different 
purpose 
from the original 
intention. 
Thus new inventions and discoveries 
come to the world that would never 
have been known had it not .been for 
these periodical 3ight seeing convoca­ 
tions.
